Power Over Car Service. 


Under what are termed the car-service 
sections of the bill, the commission in 
times of emergency is given the broad- | 
est power over distribution of cars and | 
equipment for the purpose of relieving 
congestion of traffic. The Federal reg- 
ulating body will exercise authority | 
like that now exercised by the Railroad | 
Administration. The President, in time | 
of -war, is authorized to certify to the 
commission that in the interest of na- 
tional defence it is necessary that cer- 
tain traffic shall have preference, and 


the commission will make the necessary 
orders. Privately owned cars, however, 
will not be subject to the orders of the 
commission, under the terms of the act. 
Authority is also given to the commis- 
sion to require joint use of terminals 
and ‘pooling of carriers facilities. ‘ 
Permissive consolidations of the rail- 


| 


roads into a limited number of systems 
is provided for in the. bill. The com- 
mission. is directed to prepare a com- 
prehensive scheme of such consolida- 
tions in the interest. of ‘transportation 
as a whole. Such consolidations as are 
submitted by the commission must fit 
into the scheme. This’ provision will 
greatly. énluarge the duties of the com- 
mission, which also must.pass on is- 
suance of securities by the carriers, and 
oh proposals for construction of new 
lines of railroads and also the abandon- 
ment of established lines not wholly 
within one State. 

The bill provides that Federal control 
* roads shall end at 12:01 A. M. March 

the date fixed by the President. The 
resident receives wide power to wind 
up the affairs of the Railroad Adminis- 
tration, and an appropriatién of $200.- 
000,000 in ‘addition to unexpended bal- 
ances in the hands of the Railroad Ad- 
ministration is made available for this 
purpose.

When the actual majority gets the 
machine-gun ‘‘ majority *’. the prole- 
tarlat ‘‘ majority '’ fades away. 
OBSOLETE WARSHIPS. . 

According to a dispatch from Laen- 
don, Great Britain is about to sell sey- 
eral of her dreadnought battleships 
and cruisers, although they carry 
main batteries of twelve-inch ‘guns; 
and it is said that parting with them 
will ‘‘ not imply any big additions to 
‘‘the navy, as it has plenty of ships 
‘* for present needs.” Amorig the bat- 
tleships on the ‘' obsolete ’ list are 
said to be the Bellerophon, St. Vincent, 
Hercules, Collingwood, Superb, Nep- 
tune ahd Colossus, and the battle 
cruisers  Inflexible and. Indomitable. 
jif it were proposed in this country to 
dispense with the Utah and Florida, 
commissioned in‘ 1911, and the Dela- 
were and North Dakota, added to the. 
fleet in 1908, there would bea great 
outcry, for no one has counted them 
in the,‘ obsolete ’’ class; and yet the 
British battleships named’ above are 
of about the same displacement and 

carry the same*main bafteries as the 
four United States ships, ten twelve- 
inch gums. The secondary batteries 
of the Americans are, however, five- 
inch as compared with four-inch guns 
for the British. It is only the pre- 
dreadnoughts ‘of our navy. that we 
speak of as. obsolete, ships like the 
Alabama, Connecticut, Georgia, Loui- 
Siana, Minnesota and Virginia.

Leretta ‘Pease of the.Church Mission of 
Help, issued agistatément at the close of 
the conference, in ‘which they declared 
that the obtaining of evidence by detec- 
tivés in the manner complained ' of ‘by 
Judge Wadhams ‘should not be re= 
garded as methods of entrapment, but 


rather as a preventive and protective |. 
measure for the heaith and morals of tired 


men and, women,”’ 

William’ McAdoo, Chief City Magis- 
trate, who attended the -conference, 
which was in his office at the old Police 
Headquarters Building, 300 Mulberry 
Street, also. declared in a ‘statement is- 
sued’ by him after the conference that he 
‘knows \of no rule of law that says a 
police officer shall not use subtlety and 
subterfuge in the detection of crimé.”’ 


He declared that this city is the cleanest 
of its kind-in the world, and said that 
the question raised. by Judge Wadhams 
in reversing Magistrate Norris’s convic- 
tion of Miss Clayton on a chargé of va- 
grancy is whether the police’ are ob- 
taining the évidence in. these cases ‘in 
accordance with , decency and morals;

“ Labor," continued Mr. Figg, relative 
to the co-operation of all factors, ** must 
be a@ part of it; the. public, the manufac- 
turer, the producer, the wholesaler and 
the distributer. Until:the efforts of all 
interests. are co-ordinated there will be 
no material reduction that will be ap- 
preciably felt by the public.” 

Mr, Figg said that the public had Iost 
confidence in the business interests of 


the big problems that had confronted the 
Administration. He declared there were 
six chief causes for the high .cost of 
living. 

‘The first,’’ he said, “ is the increase 
m volume of money and credits; the sec- 
ond is the widespread increase in wages, 
due in part to wartime necessities and to 
Government wage scales; the third is 
the lessened world production, the out- 
come of shorter hours and war labor 
employment; the fourth is the increase 
in the cost of distribution, as well as of 
production ; the fifth is reckless extrava~- 


speculation; the last, and, in my opinion, 
the least, is profiteering.”
